When fever was prevalent in the work- 
house, the upper part of the probationary ward 
was converted into an hospital for the time'being, 
and the Infirmary used as fever hospital, and 18 
paupers treated therein, at the average cost of 
Is. 9 id. per week each. 

- - • The entire sum for maintaining the patients 
from the 19ch January to the 21st March 1843, 
was 121. Is. Id. The house is now closed. 

- - The guardians erected temporary accommoda- 
tion for the relief of fever patients, the new build- 
ing (Return 2} not being yet provided. 

- - • For one of tbese two cases no payment was 
made ; for the other, 6 s. 10 d. per week was paid. 
The fever patients sent from the workhouse to 
the fever hospital in the town of Carlow, frona the 
three Queen’s County electoral divisions, are 
cliarged at the rate of lOrf. per head per diem; 
those from the County of Carlow electoral divi- 
aions are received gratuitously. 

- - There is a fever hospital erected convenient 
to the workhouse, but not under the management 
of the guardians, or in any way connected with or 
supported by the union funds, and into which 
hospital the guardians -have- the privilege of re- 
moving or sending any fever patients belonging 
to the woi'khouse. 

- - The average weekly cost of each is stated at 
10 j. 10 d., under arrangements made with the 
governors of the fever hospital. 

--It may be necessary to state ^at the cases here 
referred to were all of a mild character; but ifa 
serious epidemic shonid break out, it is the inten- 
tion to send such cases to the Cork Fever Hos- 
pital. 

No charge has been made. 

--When any inmate of the workhouse Js attacked 
with fever, a notification is made to the governors 
of the Fever Hospital, Cork-street, who remove 
the patient. No charge has been made by that 
establishment against the guardians, under the 
Act. 

- - No arrangement made with the hospital as to 
cost. 

- - Fever patients are received and niaintainad 
from the workhouse in the county fever hospital, 
and no charge made as yet for them. 

Cost not as yet ascertained by the guardians.
